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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Mastie does not teach 
tracking or analyzing historical utilization information. The limitation "historical utilization information" is not adequately defined in the 
specification, therefore, the Examiner treats this limitation by its plain meaning as required by MPEP 2111.01 and is interpreting the 
limitation as being any information comprising the utilization of an output device that depends on past information. As explained 
previously, a queue in an output device containing print jobs shows print jobs that indicate the historical usage of the output device. In 
other words, the output device's queue shows how many print jobs have been input into the output device. One of ordinary skill in the art 
knows that the more print jobs are in the queue, the more the queue shows how much the output device has been utilized in the past by 
the addition of print jobs that the output device must handle. One of ordinary skill in the art also knows that a memoryless system does not 
use past input as opposed to a system with memory which does depend on past input. The system as described in Mastie is a system with 
memory since Mastie uses the "queue depth rule" as disclosed in Mastie in order to optimize the output device utilization by using the 
information within the queue to decide how best to optimize the utilization of the output devices. Therefore, the limitation of tracking or 
analyzing historical utilization information in order to optimize output device utilization cannot be the basis for patentability based on the 
disclosures of Mastie.
